To the rest of the Americans a man is 
to tie judged bv his attitude toward the United States. 
Whoever is against us is no good 
It is as simple as 


that 
The CIA doctrine of intervention is intolerable from 


the standpoint of American history ami American tradi­ 
tion. When this conutry decides policy on the basis of 
thp virtue of those who govern a country, we should 
soon have no country to lie friendly with For virtue is 
differently regarded in different cultures. No Latin
